THE FLOURNOY CASE. 


The Land Company Is Overruled by 
Judge Shiras. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LINCOLN (Neb.,) Oct. 29.—Judge 
Shiras of the Federal Court has ren- 
dered another important decision in the 


Flournoy land case against the Indians, ' 


Sheriff Mullen of Thurston county had 
been indicted for assaulting and ob- 
structing Indian policemen while én- 
gaged, by order of Agent Beck, in eject- 
ing the tenants of the land company 
from Winnebago Reservation. The 
court refused to*quash the indictment. 

William Garrett and J. F. Meyers 
were arrested for assaulting Indian po- 


licemen in the discharge of a similar 
duty. They sought release on habeas 
corpus. The writ was refused. The 
Judge considered the two cases as al- 
most identical, and held that the Indian 
agent was an officer of the United 
States, and that the Indian policemen, 


the authority of government officials, 
and that any one resisting their author- 
ity should be punished as provided. 
Though the Indians had taken land in 
severalty, the title still remained in the 
United States, apd the agent had full 
authority to enforce his orders and evict 
the trespassing tenants. Uutil these de- 
cisions are reversed or modified, the

. AGAINST STATEHOOD. 


Circulars are Being Sent Out to 
Voters in Utah. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SALT LAKE, (Utah,) Oct. 29.—The 
Tribune prints a column article today 
to the effect that circulars are being 
sent out from Ogden to all the voters 
in the Territory for the purpose of de- 
feating statehood.

Three Employees Arrested at Ham- 
mond, Ind., After a Struggle.

HAMMOND (ind.,) Oct. 29.—Three

Execution of a Negro 
“Murderer. 


Henry Hilliard Taken from the 
Oilicials. 
The Public Hauare at Tyler, 


Tex., the Scene of 
His Torture. 


A Partial Confession by the Captive 
Is Followed by a Vote Upon the 
Method of His Punishment. 

- Many Spectaters. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

TYLER, (Tex.,) Oct, 29.—The negro 
who so brutally murdered Mrs. Bell, 
was captured this morning about 4 
o'clock, three miles from Kilgore. 5oon 
after the officers had him handcuffed, 
a mob of some two hundred men, heav- 
ily-armed, arrived on the scene and de- 
manded the immediate surrender of 
the prisoner, which, was reluctantly 
given. The mob started for the scene 
of the murder, where they arrived this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. The crowd con- 
tinued to gather at the scene of the 
horrible crime until nearly two thou-

there. A few minutes before the fiend 
was brought to the place a meeting 
was held and.a committee appointed 
‘to investigate his identity.

When near the scene the 
officers were overpowered and disarmed 
and the negro, Hemry Hilliard, was 
brought before the committce.

She was 
scared of me, and I knew that if I 
passed her she would say that I tried 
to rape her, and I concluded that I 
would rape her and then kill her. I

ne ‘wrote a note to his wife and gave 
it to the sheriff. It reads as follows: 
am arrested by Smith. You 
know what they will do — — If 
ny more, g00d-by. 

I don’t see you any “HENRY.” 

After his corifessiom and true identi- 
fication, a vote was @aken as to the 
mode of punishment. it was unani- 
mously agreed to Hum him alive and 
that he should suffer the penalty on 
the public square. The line of 
was taken up toward Tyler and at 4 
o’clock the head of the line entered the 
main street, where no less than 7000 
people were assembled. Large crowds 
of ladies and children were congregated 
on: the awnings and surrounding the 
‘public plaza. Wagons, carriages, trees 
and public buildings were converted 
into grand stands and were thronged at 
4:30 o'clock. 

A scaffold was erected in the center 
of the square. Wagons laden with 
kindling-wood, coal oil and straw were 
driven to the scene and placed in po- 
sition. The negro was then given an op- 
portunity to speak, but his words were 
inaudible, but when he offered up his 
last prayer his words could be heard 
for several blocks. He was then lashed 
to’ the iron rail that extended through 
the platform, and Bell, the husband of 
the murdered woman, applied _ the 
match. The flames shot upward, envel- 
oping the negro in sheets of fire. He 
begged for mercy and it Was meted out 
to him just as he was merciful to the 
woman whose soul he had sent to her 
Maker. It was determined to burn him 
at once, but the fire was quenched after 
the last piece of wood was burned. In 
a few minutes the fire was started 
again. From the time the match was 
applied until his death it was exactly 
fifty minutes. 

The Intérnational and Great Northern 
train was crowded with people from 
towns north. Hundreds of negroes 
witnessed the execution and representa- 
tive negroes, expressed their indorse- 
ment of the punishment. | 

The officers were powerless, and the 
sheriff wired the Governor, but the 
message was too late.

THE CRIME. 

TYLER (Tex.,) Oct. 29.—Mrs. Leonard 
Bell, the nineteen-year-old wife of a 
farmer, who had been visiting her 
mother, started tc walk home, a dis- 
tance of a half-mile, at dusk last even- 
ing. On the way she passed a_ gin: 
where men were working. Soon after- 
wards her mutilated body was founda 
quarter of a mile from home at the 
side of the road, There was evidence 
of a terrible struggle, the body being 
almost nude. The fiend, after assault- 
ing her, cut her throat from ear to 
ear, and completely disemboweled her. 

Superintendent Edson of the Cotton 
Belt Railway sent a special engine to 
Rusk Penitentiary, forty-five miles 
distant, for bloodhounds. Farmers be- 
gan search immediately and have been 
joined by a large posse from this city. 


MONDAY’S GALE. 


Sand aad Snow. . 

(REGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
DETROIT (Mich,) Oct. 29.—All the 
records of the Weather Office for October 
were broken by Morday’s cold wave and 
northwest gale. In Detroit in the 
morning the thermometer registered 29 
deg. Fahr. The wind attained a fear- 
ful velocity, so muth so that the sand 
dunes at St. Josepi1 were shifted and 
hundreds of tons of sand blown across 
the railroad tracks From numerous 
points in the State came the report of 
wind and snowstorns and bitterly cold 
weather.

THE FRENCH CABINET. 
Indications Point to a Reorgnaiza- 
tion Under the Radicals. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PARIS, Oct. 29.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The newspapers today express appre- 
ciation of the difficulties which are 
confronting President Faure as a result 
of the resignation , yesterday of the 
Ribot Ministry. The Republican jour- 
nals deplore-the fact that the Chamber 
of Deputies was not satisfied with the 
explanations of the ministry regarding 
the failure of the government to prose- 
cute those whose names had been men- 
tioned in connection with the South of 
France Railway scandals and that the 
chamber thus precipitated a situation, 
the consequences of which, it is 
claimed, it will probably be the first to 
regret. 

The Radical and Socialist newspapers 
hail the defeat of the Ribot Ministry 
as revenge for their own discomfiture 
in the matter of the Carmaux strike, 
while the Conservative organs state 
that the ministry has fallen on a ques- 
tion of public morals and “under a 
blow given by the majority, exasper- 
ated at repeated attempts to hush fla- 
grant scandals.” 

Most of the newspaper opinions of 


tion of a Radical Cabinet, headed by 
M. Bourgeoise, whose last office was 
that of Minister of Justice in the for- 
mer Ribot Cabinet in 1892,and who tried 
unsuccessfully to forma Cabinet after 
the fall of the Dupuy Ministry. Several 
newspapers, however, say that they an- 
ticipate that a dissolution of Parlia- 
ment must occur “if the present state 
of anarchy continues.”

The Temps says: ‘The 
gravest feature of the situation is the 
manner in which the Cabinet was over- 
thrown. Nobody knows why it was de- 
feated. Another disquieting fact is that 
nobody sees on what basis a new minis- 
try can be formed.” 


TWO RAILROAD FLYERS. 


FAST TRAINS ON THE SANTA FE 
AND SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


The Time Between Chicago and Los 
Angeles Reduced to Three Days. 
Six Splendid Palace Cars in the 
"Sunset Limited,’’ 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 29. — (Special Dis- 
patch.) The Santa Fe’s new fast train 
for California left for the first time at 
6 o’clock tonight. It will arrive in Los 
Angeles on Friday evening at 6 o'clock, 
thus making the run in three days and 
cutting the heretofore existing time 
to the Coast by twelve hours. 

The first train left Dearborn Station 
with a heavy load of passengers. Its 
equipments are to be first-class. The 
elegant apartment-car will be run 
weekly, leaving Chicago on Wednes- 
day night, after tonight. Last niglit’s 
train took out this week’s caor. 

It is expected that other roads will 
meet the big cut in time. Taking the 
distance into consideration, the new 
train is said to be the fastest in the 
world, the average speed being 30.4 
miles an hour. The distance to Los 
.Angeles is 2265 miles. It is reported 
in New York that the New York Cen- 
tral is contemplating putting on a new 
fast train on its road to connect with 
the California train in Chicago. The 
time from New York to this city will 
be cut from twenty-five to twenty-three 
hours. It is said that the Santa Fe’s 
train will connect at Barstow with 
the train for San Francisco, enabling 
passengers to reach that city on the 
morning of the fourth day after leav- 
ing Chicago. There will also be a 
shortening of time from ‘California to 
Chicago. Dining cars will be run 
through between Chicago and Los An- 
geles. 

THE “SUNSET LIMITED.” 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 29.—(Special 
Dispatch.) In the inauguration of the 
“Sunset Limited,” sent out of this city 
this morning for San Francisco, the 
Southern Pacific may lay claim to the 
finest train equipment on this conti- 
nent. The six splendid palaces to leave 
here this morning are the finest that 
have ever been turned out of the Pull- 
man shops. The train today was drawn 


| by engine No. 709, one of the “great mo- 


guls,”’ capable of running 100 miles per 
hour. It was not put to greater speed 
than sixty-eight miles an hour, however, 
and this was done with such ease that 
that there was not a tremor felt. 

The feature of the train that will in- 
terest travelers is that there is an in- 
dtcator in each coach that records the 
rate of speed at which the train is 
traveling. Two trains will be run weekly 
| between this city and San Francisco and 
reduce the trip across the continent to 
seventy-five hours.

MPGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—In order 
that Holmes, in conducting his own de- 
fense, may have all the privileges or- 
dinarily accorded attorneys, the pris- 
oners’ dock was moved today near the 
bar of the court. 

At the opening, Dist.-Atty. Graham 
said: “I desire to say, in view of what 
was said last night before adjourn- 
ment, that the IAdy known. as Miss 
York and Mrs. Howard was sent for, 
saw the prisoner, and had ample oppor 
tunity for an interview with him.” 

Holmes said that he had only three 
minutes’ interview with the woman, 
and asked that it be renewed curing 
the noon recess. His request was 
granted. Then the prisoner asked that 
the plan be produced of the Callowhill- 
street house, where he is believed to 
have murdered. Pitzel. The District 
Attorney said that such a plan would 
be produced at the proper time. 

“T also ask,” continued Holmes, “that 
a quantity of the liquor which Graham 
said I used in my efforts to exterminate 
the Pitzel family, be submitted to an 
analysis. I want to. prove that, while 
it contains a small quantity of uitro- 
glycerine, it is entirely harmless, and 
is sold in every drug store.” 

“That has never been in my posses- 
sion,”’ said Graham. 

Jeanette Pitzel, daughter of the dead 
man, was the first witness called. She 
identified several large crayons of her 
father. John Townsend and William 
H. Rau, the photographers,. identified 
the photographs of Holmes, taken after 
his arrest. Eugene Smith, who found 
Pitzel’s body in the Callowhill-street 
house on September 4, 1894, told a de- 
tailed story of his discovery, already 
fully published. 

subjected Smith to a 
severe cross-examination, but failed to 
shake his testimony. Holmes again 
asked to have all witnesses excluded 
from the courtroom, and, after this had 
been refused by the court, the District 
Attorney said that as the prisoner was 
without counsel, he would ask all the 
witnesses to retire. 

Dr. William J. Scott testified regard- 
ing his examination of Pitzel’s body, 
just after its discovery. He verified the 
claim that the jar could not have been 
broken by an explosion, and said it was 
clear that the man died from chloro- 
form poisoning. The court took a re- 
cess to 2:30 o'clock. 

The commonwealth has fifty-four or 
fifty-five witnesses yet to examlie, and 
nobody seems to know what sensation 
Holmes will spring wher. it comes to 
the opening of the defense. however, 
the District Attorney does not intend to 
unduly hurry the case, although he 
thinks night sessions will obviate the 
possibility of the case extending over 
more than two weeks. 

The court reconvened promptly at 
2:30 o’clock, and Dr. Scott was turned 
over to Holmes for cross-examination. 
Holmes then subjected Dr. Scott to a 
lengthy and detailed examination, 
touching the effects of chloroform, but 
obtained few answers that would tend 
to throw the balance in the slightest 
degree in his favor. 

Holmes kept a steady fire of questions 
and never felt obliged to pause for a 
word or thought. The calmness with 
which he exchanged the technical terms 
and discussed chemical and medical 
possibilities with the doctor was ad- 
mirable. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Scott's testli- 
mony, Dr. W. K. Mattern, the Curoncr'’s 
physician, was called. Holmes at once 
rose and begged the court to grant him 
a continuance until tomorrow, Hle 
pleaded that Dr. Mattern woula prove 
a most important witness and that he 
felt unequal to the strain, the cross-ex- 
amination of Dr. Scott havirg ex- 
hausted him. He hoped to feel stronger 
tomorrow. 

_Judge Arnold asked the District At- 
torney whether he would agvee fo this, 
and Graham replied, with en.phasis: 
“No sir; I want to go on. This is only 
more time play.” 

“That is your opinion,” said Holmes, 
with the subdued scorn which has 
marked all his intercourse with the Dis- 
trict Attorney since the trial began.

Holmes suppressed a sigh and sat 
down. The witness said he had made 
the post-mortem examination at the 
morgue on September 4, and the con- 
ditions were the same as described by 
Dr. Scott. There had been paralysis, 
indicating sudden death, and evidences 
of chloroform in the stomach. He di- 
lated on the ghastly scene at the Pot- 
ters’ Field where, in the presence of 
a half dozen other persons, including 
the officers of the swindled insurance 
company and the young daughter of 
the dead man, Holmes took out a lancet 
and coolly and ruthlessly cut and 
hacked off portions of the corpse. 

Nearly two hours and a half were 
consumed in cross-examination, and 
the great majority of questions put by 
Holmes were entirely irrelevant. Dist.- 
Atty. Graham, after maintaining silence 
for a long time, eventually lost pa- 
tience and presently he objected to this 
sort of questioning. Thereupon Holmes 
brought the examination to a close. 

Dr. Henry Leffman, the well-known 
analytical chemist, was the next: wit- 
ness. In answer to Graham's ques- 
tions, he said it was impossible for a 
man to fix himself in. an attitude as 
that in which Pitzel’s body was dis- 
covered, after having administered 
chloroform to himself.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—It became 
apparent today that the picturesque 
end startling features of H. H. Holmes’g 
career were not to be confined to his 
destructive wanderings over the Ameri- 
can continent, for with each successive 
day somes something still more strange 
and unexpected. 

Yesterday he dismissed his counsel 
and began to try his own case because 
the court refused to grant the plea 
made by them for a continuance. They 
left the court in spite of Judge Arnold's 
threats to disbar them and kept religi- 
ously away. Tonight. after fighting sin- 
gle-handed against the tremendous ma- 
chinery of the commonwealth and ap- 
evidence which

There was an impression that this 
was but another part of the by-play fol- 
lowing Holmes’s personal failure to 
catch the sympathy of the court and 
jury by making himself out a much- 
wronged man, forced to fight alone 
what would be his last battle, despite 
his ignorance of the technidalities of the 
law, and his alleged physical infirmity. 

The important work of the trial, the 
taking of testimony, was begun this 
morning at 19 o'clock, and with the ex- 
ception of brief intermission at lunch 
and supper time, was continued urtil 
nearly 9 o'clock tonight. It had been 
the intention of the court to sit until 
10 o'clock, but the absence of a witness 
hindered this, and an adjeurnment was 
taken. The star witnesses of the trial, 
Mrs. Pitzel, Detective Geyer, Agent 
Perry of the swindled insurance cuom- 
pany, and the arch-criminal himself, 
remain to be heard, and also nearly 
two score of others. Dist.-Atty. Gra- 
ham remarked today that there was a 
likelihood of the trial rivaling the 
Durrant case tn point of time, but that 
if night sessions were held regularly, 
it might be concluded within a month 
or less. 

Holmes made a plea this evening. 
asking the court to hold but two ses- 
sions a day. In pleading he said his 
health was such that he felt unable ta 
continue his cross-examinetion of the 
witnesses, and, besides, he was su»- 
ject to sich headaches. Judge Arnold 
insisted, however, on holding an extra 
session tonight, at least, and said tn- 
morrow could be attended to when it 
came. 

During the supper recess which fol- 
lowed this incident, Holmes privately 
said that the preparation of his case 
in his cell last night had kept him up 
until 4 o’clock in the morning, and that 
he was roused from bed two hours later, 
In addition to this, he had not taken 
anything from last night until 1 o’clock 
this afternoon. It was after making 
this statement that he sent for his at- 
torneys. Up to that time there had 
been a general impression that he esuld 
not stand the terrible ordeal which he 
had set for himself, and that if he per- 
sisted in going on with his own case 
there would be a breakdown before 
long. All day as he sat in the dock, 
the eyes of the man he is charged with 
murdering gazed at him from a large 
crayon portrait placed upright on the 
District Attorney’s desk, in view of the 
entire court. Next to this was an 
equally large-sized picture of the 
daughter, Alice, whose death is alxo laid 
on his shoulders, butshe did not seem to 
be affected. His stolid demeanor never 
deserted him for an instant.

NOT A SECRET TREATY. 


RUSSIA AND CHINA PROCEEDED TO 
UNITE OPENLY. 


The Visit of Wong Chi Chuan to St. 
Petersburg Starties ‘the Globe. 
Japan Again Talking of Evacu- 
ating Korea. 


({BEGULAR ASSOUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 29.—The Globe this 
afternoon publishes from a correspond- 
ent at Hongkongavirtual reiteration of 
the dispatch to the Times from Llong- 
kong which caused such a sensation, 
claiming to outline the concessions 
made by China to Russfa. An addi- 
tional statement in the Globe dispatch 
is that the alleged secret treaty be- 
tween China and Russia was conveyed 
to St. Petersburg: by Wong Chi Chuan, 
who was dispatched to Russia ostensi- 
bly for the purpose of congratulating 
the Czar upon his accession to the 
throne. 

Representatives of the Foreign Oflice 
here discredit the dispaich. 
They say that Wong Chi Chuan ‘went 
‘to St. Petersburg during the autumn of 
1894, before the treaty of peace between 
China and Japan was signed, and if 
any such agreement was ever made be- 
tween China and Russia, it was rrob- 
ably done during his visit to the Rus- 
sian capital. 


A RUSSIAN DENIAL. 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—The Russian ¢m- 
bassy announced this evening that it 
had received an official telegram from 
St. Petersburg denying the story from 
Hongkong to the Times and Globe 
about the alleged secret treaty between 
China and Russia by which the latter 
was to have been granted txtraordinary 
concessions. Russian officials here add 
that the visit of Wong Chi Chuan to 
St. Petersburg was solely undertaken 
with the object of congratulating the 
Czar upon-his accession to the throne. 

Regarding the anchoring of the Rus- 
sian fleet at Port Arthur, the Russian 
embassy is not aware that Russia 
claims any rights beyond those of other 
powers, and it is stated that no Russian 
warships will be permanently stationed 
at Port Arthur,

When Attorney Deupre appeared at 
the afternoon session to jake the con- 
cluding argument for th defense, he 
was accompanied by hisvife, a nurse 
and: his physician. Helooked. weak 
from the effects of his ecent illness. 
and by permission of he court ad- 
dressed the jury whileieated. Deu- 
prey’s impaired physicabondition was 
apparent in his argumen which was a 
disappointment to the lage crowd who 
fought their way into thcourtroom to 
hear him. It is generallyonceded that 
the case would have beegjust as strong 
if he had submitted it t the close of 
Gen. Dickinson’s addres without fur- 
ther argument. ‘ 

Attorney Deuprey saéi Durrant was 
an tnnocent victim of:ircumstances, 
and begged the jury toight the great 
wrong that had alre een done the 
prisoner by acquitting im as speedily 
as possible. He attacke the testimony 
of the prosecution’s wWhesses in the 
same manner that GenDickinson did. 
All of the witnesses wo swore they 
saw Durrant and MisiLamont going 
toward Emmanuel Chuth on the after- 
noon of April 3 weremistaken. 
evidence had been troduced which 
she believed establishe the fact that 
Durrant strangled Mis Lamont. The 
.same amount of energuirected toward 
casting suspicion upo the Rev. John 
George Gibson, he bellved, would have 
developed as strong a@iase against the 
clergyman. At the saice time Deuprey 
expressed the belief.iat Rev. Gibson 
had no connection vith the crime.

GEN. DICKINON CLOSES. 


“I consider it a prticularly unfortu- 
nate thing in this cse that, at the time 
of the finding of t} body, a search of 
the belfry was nm made,” was Gen. 
Dickinson’s openin remark, “for I feel 
that, had the propr authorities or offi- 
ers taken thest precautions, some 
clews or hints, & least, would have 
been discovered jhrowing some light 
upon the perpettftors of this crime. 
There is some disussion as to whether 
there were footpmts found in the bel- 
‘fry or not. But ‘submit that the pre- 
ponderance of ‘vidence shows that 
there was. 

“The evidence hows that there was 
no search even jr the clothing of the 
girl until a nuiber of persons had 
passed through ¢ their own sweet will. 
Officer Riehl, imuncontradicted testi- 
mony, says thafthere were footprints, 
and Detective Gbson was contradicted 
by a number ofvitnesses when he said 
there were 
'‘ “In my mind here is strong evidence 
to prove that tb unfortunate girl was 
killed in the fry. The testimony 
shows that onthe landing where she 
was found ther were marks as though 
the body had ben dragged in the dust, 

“while in no casihas there been any evi- 
dence to addueée that any such marks 
were found orthe steps, except the 
small drop of tood shown on the dvor- 
landing and bought there by the offi- 
cers. 

“I will now ake up Mr. Oppenheim 
for a few moilents. I submit that in 
this gentlema) the prosecution had a 
very swift an willing witness. His 
memory imprves with time, and was 
much better a this trial than when he 
took the stan at the preliminar¥ ex- 
amination. I you will remember, he 
changed his *stimony and stepped a 
few steps forrard. That was neces- 
sary in orderto, have Mr. Phillips see 
him as he pased down Dupont street.

“As to Miss Cnningham, I have lit-

condemned out of her own mouth, with 
the flowers, fruit, papers and books that 
she sent him. She says she promised 
not to publish anything that the de- 
fendant said to her without his permis- 
sion. She had a motive in visiting the 
jail, and has told us of having heard a 
story on the outside, which she went to 
the jail to inquire about of the defend- 
ant. She was under salary on the 
Chronicle. Her information gained 
was the property of the paper. But she 
says: ‘I agree not to publish it.’ Par- 
ticularly with regard to an envelope 
which she spoke of. Why did she not 
report it at once, as she did later? 
Why 4id she not give the police an op- 
portunity to search his cell, that, if 
such was the truth, it might be found? 

“This young lady was on the witness- 
stand on¢e before, when she refused to 
answer a question as to of whom she 
had received certain information. She 
gave as a reason that she had taken an 
oath not to divulge the source. She 
later came to us and told us on the 
stand that she had promised the pris- 
oner not to publish anything he said to 
her. Now, I submit, when she told 
what she knew to the prosecuting offi- 
cer, she gave publication of the facts 
to the world. I leave her seated in her 
own treachery and deceit. She is in 
form and appearance a woman, and 
therefore safe from my criticism. But 
she is, in reality; the deceiver, the 
snake curled up in the nest of her pre- 
tended* friendship, in her close inter- 
views with the defendant, the snake 
luring him on—on to destruction and to 
death. Her story is illogical, incorrect 
and inherently untrue, and out of the 
words of her own mouth we will leave 
red to her humiliation and degra/la- 
tion.” 

Gen. Dickinson next argued that Dur- 
rant was not physically capable of 
strangling Blanche Lamont, who, he 
said, weighed nearly as much as the 
prisoner. 

“Grant that he was frenzied, and had 
all the strength that comes under such 
circumstances. Where was she? By 
the theory of the prosecution she was 
not only protecting her life, but her 
virtue, which was dearer. Could he, by 
any process, have gained control over 
her so as to render her unconscious? I 
say such a thing is impossible. Every- 
thing in the church that could be found 
was brought here. There is no evidence 
of ropes or straps, by which he could 
have bound her. 

“The testimony of the physician that 
there were seven marks upon “fer throat 
indicates that the struggle was a dif- 
ficult one. Can one imagine an incen- 
tive, where such a fierce struggle could 
possibly have been had, and yet no tear 
of clothing or scratch be upon the fig- 
ure of him who committed the crime? 
Was it possible for one man to have 
murdered this woman alone? No, no. 
There must have been, and I am posi- 
tive that there were, two men—men 
able in body. It would have been a 
physical impossibility for this man, 
this weak stripling, to carry her body 
up those narrow and direful stairs of 
the belfry. 

“And now, gentlemen, I have en- 
deavored to confine myself to the testi- 
mony. I have about completed my 
task, and in conclusion I desire to again 
call your attention to the _ roll-call, 
which is the pivotal point of the case. 
There is nothing whatever to throw dis- 
credit upon it. It is corroborative of 
what this defendant has said. He is 
corroborated by every student of the 
class. Heé is corroborated by Dr. Che- 
ney, who testified that he believed it to 
be correct, for he had questioned every 
student of his class. 

“Be careful not to be swayed by pub- 
lic opinion. Let the case be decided by 
the law, by the evidence, and by the 
instructions that His Honor will give 
you, and we will be satisfied in what. 
ever way it may shape itself. We have 
made our fight and now we leave the 
matter in your hands, confident that 
you will do what is right and that you 
will return the defendant to his home, 
to his parents, and that his future will 
be re-opened to him bright and rosy 
as it was before these suspicions fell 
upon him.” 

Deuprey’s opening was in his usual 
style, vigorously denunciatory. He 
spoke of the life that was at stake, 
spoke of the flimsy fabric that had 
been built up around the prisoner, of 
which too much had been made. He 
claimed that there had been gross ex- 
aggeration of the case against Dur- 
rant, and he proceeded to show up the 
weak points to the jury. Reviewing 
Durrant’s actions on April 3, counsel 
pinned his faith on the roll-call. He 
had heard with some surprise of the 
statement of Peixoto and others that 
this roll-call had not been established. 

“I claim that it has,” shouted Deu- 
prey, “and that we have proved it be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt... In my 
opening statement I said to -you ‘that 
Dr. Cheney would himself establish 
the accuracy of that roll-call. I say 
now that Dr. Cheney did so. He saia 
on the witness stand that he had no 
doubt whatever that the roll-call was 
precise. All the questions I asked him 
were answered satisfactorily and Dr. 
Cheney was corroborated, not only by 
Mr. Gray, who called the roH at his 
bidding, but also by every student in 
the class.” 

Deuprey proceeded at a rapid pace, 
in an endeavor to show that Mrs. Vo- 
gel and the girls who said they saw 
Durrant and Blanche Lamont on Pow- 
ell street, and also Mrs. Crosset and 
Mrs. Leak, the old ladies of the Mis- 
Sion, were all mistaken. They were 
over-anxious to assist in the identifi- 
cation of the young man and they end- 
ed in identifying a man who wore en- 
tirely different clothing to that worn 
by the prisoner on April 3. By-and-by 
Deuprey got to Mr. Gibson. 

“We make no charges against Dr. 
Gibson here. We now believe him to 
be an innocent man. But I said in my 
opening that there were silent wit- 
nesses against others besides this 
young defendant and that if Dr. Gibe 
son were here instead of Mr. Durrant 
there would be a good deal of evidence 
against him. You heard Dr. Gibson 
testify. You observed his manner on 
the stand. If he were only in the po- 
sition of Mr. Durrant what would be- 
come of him?” 

Martin Quinlan and his corroborant, 
David Clarke, came in for much abuse, 
as did W. J. Phillips. As for the latter 
and Pawnbroker Oppenheim, how could 
they be telling the truth? Phillips said 
he noted his appearance and observed 
his overcoat; so did Oppenheim. 

“Why, gentlemen, we have satisfac- 
torily proven that Mr. Durrant did not 
wear an overcoat in April last, nor, for 
the matter of that, in 1895 at all except 
on one occasion in February last.”’ 

Deuprey was very weak and ill. He 
had to cease speaking several times, 
and had frequent recourse to the ice- 
water-and a large fan. Oncor twice 
Durrant leaned over and spoke to him. 

He spoke next of the wonders of cir- 
cumstantial evidence that had occurred 
in California. Here he was interrupted 
by Judge Murphy, who curtly re- 
minded him and- 88 well the 
this proceeding must not be taken as 
a reading of law, but merely an illus- 
tration of a point of argument. These 
illustrations, Deuprey said, were given 
to show that as members of a 
family were mistaken in one an- 
other, why should not also persons who 
were entire strangers, as were Mrs. 
Vogel, Martin Quinlan, Mrs. Crosset, 
and the young ladies who testified, be 
mistaken as to Durrant?.. Then Deu- 
prey fired up with a speech in which 
he reminded the jury of his opening 
statement to the effect that the defense 
would have a perfect right to move for 
an acquittal on the evidence produced 
by the prosecution. 

“I said so then, and I say so row,” 
he shouted;*“they have made out no 
case at all; they have not even an- 
swered the question ‘When and where 
did Blanche Lamont die?’ let alone the 
awful question ‘Who killed her?’ ”’ 

Counsel said that, as it appeared to

AN EXAMINER STATEMENT. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 29.—The Ex- 
aminer claims to have in its possession

aminer says that, since September 21, 
it has had in its possession a letter 
written by a man who signs his name 
Richard Smythe, who says that he 
was hired to testify in the Lamont case 
in order that Durrant might be ac- 
quitted.

She remained at 
his house over night, and on Thursday 
went with his wife to call on a Mrs. 
Richardson. She returned to his house 
and remained Thursday night, leaving 
on Friday, April 5. She left her book- 
strap at Smythe’s house and borrowed 
one belonging to Smythe’s son, having 
on it the initials R.A.S. Smythe also 
identifies another strap as belonging to 
Blanche Lamont. This is supposed to 
be the mysterious strap produced in 
court by Gen. Dickinson. 
. Smythe’s statement goes on to say 
that he was instructed by Gen, Dick- 
inson to remain silent and not discuas 
the case. He was introduced to Miss 
Lamont at-a Methodist church in San 
Francisco,’ in 1894, by his wife. His 
wife knew her in Rockford, Ill. Smythe 
saiys he has separated from his wife, 
and that she is stopping with their 
son, with her parents on a farm in 
Berks county, Pa., near Philadelphia. 

The Examiner reprints questions 
asked by counsel for Durrant during 
the trial, which, the paper claims, 
tended to lead up to the testimony of 
Smythe and Reynolds, which was to be 
introduced. Reynolds, in his letter to 
the Coronet, mentioned Smythe as one 


of the men associated with him in the 
plot. 


CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Ex-Oity Treasurer Boggs of Tacoma 
to be Arrested. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 29.—A To- 
coma, Wash., dispatch to the Chronicle 
says that ex-City Treasurer 


embezzler to the extent of $109,000, and 
that the Sheriff is on the road to Jack- 
sonville, Or., toa arrest him.

The city’s deposit in these banks ag- 
gregates $162,000 and if their contention 
is upheld it is claimed the city would 
lost that amount, as it would be mor- 
ally bound to validate and pay these 
warrants.: These facts have led to a 
close investigation of Boggs’s alleged 
warrant transactions by the city offi- 
cials and prosecuting attorney with the 
result that it was decided Saturday to 
put him on trial. Just how the sum of 
$109,000, the alleged stolen amount, is 
arrived at cannot be told now, as the 
officials will not talk until the arfest is 
made. 

When the banks were failing in 1893 
Boggs redeemed all the warrants then 
issued with cash out of the regular or- 
der, with the object of upholding the 
city’s credit. In this manner he accu- 
mulated a large quantity of warrants, 
which were deposited in four or five 
banks as cash just before he went out 
of office. Most of them were resold in 
the East. 

In September, 1894, he was arrested 
on a charge similar to the present one, 
and acquitted, the evidence being 
chiefly documentary and some of that 
offered was ruled out. Boggs has been 
at Jacksonville developing a gold mine 
situated thirty-six miles across. the 
California line. He has recently sold 
the mine and friends say he will re- 
ceive $75,000 between now and January 
1. It is thought he will come “bac 
without resistance. 


FIRE IN THE CAPITOL. 


One of the Board of Instruction’s 
Rooms Is Gutted, 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 29.—At 3 o’clock’ 
this morning fire was discovered in the 
storeroom connected with the office of 
the State Board of Public Instruction 
in the Capitol building. A passer-by 
observed flames bursting from an up- 
pér window of the beautiful white 
building and gave an alarm.” The room 
where the fire started was completely 
gutted, but the flames were subdued 
before a heavy loss was sustained.

FRESNO RAISIN CROP. 


A Shortage of Something Under a 
Thousand Cars. 

MPGCTLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 

FRESNO, Oct. 29.—The conclusion has 
been reached here, from figures gath- 
ered during the past few days, that the 
raisin crop will be materially short in 
comparison with last year’s output. 
The shortage is variously estimated at 
from 250 to 1000 cars. That there will 
be a shortage is universally admitted, 
the only difference of opinion being in 
regard to the amount. Up to the 2th 
inst. 2000 cars have gone forward from 
this district, and shipments have prac- 
tically ceased since that date. The 
shortage is evidently due to the general 
failure on the part of the growers to 
cure the second crop, from which there 
has been a heavy yield heretofore. 
There are many thousands of tons of 
this ‘crop still in the vineyards, and 
some of it is being sold to the wineries 
to be converted into brandy and sweet 
wine. The residue will be principally 
utilized for fattening hogs. The fact 
that the output will be short is having 
the effect of stiffening the prices at 
which raisins still in the hands of the 
growers are being held. The belief is 
general that there will be an advance 
in the market later on.

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


British Colonies Willing to Bear 
Their Share of Expense. 
[REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, Oct. 29.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Pacific cable scheme advo- 
cated by a number of British colonies 
and the Dominion of Canada made a 
decided advance today at a meeting of 
the representatives here of Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and the South 
African colonies. The meeti was 
held at the office of Sir Charles Tupper, 
the Canadian High Commissioner, and 
the chief point discussed was the joint 
attitude of the colonial representatives. 
The new instructions sent by the col- 
onies to their agents-general show 
that the colonies are for the most part 
willing to bear their share of the ex- 
pense of the cable and that they are 
anxious that the matter should be act- 
ively pushed. Upon the return to town 
of the Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, a 
date will be fixed for a conference at 
the colonial office upon which occastor. 
it is expected definite action will be 

taken. 

The question of a fast transatlantic 
steamship service will not be consid- 
ered, the immediate matter now under 
discussion being the cable scheme 
proper. 

It was felt by the meeting that the 
exclusive concessions of Hawaii to an 
American cable company, if ratified. 
would increase the cost of the pro- 
posed Pacific cable, as the line would 
have to be landed at some other point. 
Great satisfaction was expressed in 
colonial circles at this important mat- 
ter assuming definite shape. 

LATER—It was ascertained that only 
six persons were buried in the ruins 
caused by the explosion.

The city has sprung, Aladdin-like, 
within the past few years, from a mere 
overgrown and unmédernized burg of 
eleven thousand inhabitants, to one of 
the proudest cities of its age upon this 
continent. 
Looking backward a dozen years ago, 
and one fancies that he almost hears 
the swift, retreating tread of the old

THE CUBAN STRUGGLE. 


In a recent interview, Col. W. C. 
Brown of Fostoria, O., who is a mem- 
ber of Gov. McKinley’s staff, expressed 
the opinion that the Cuban revolution 
would be successful, and that it ought 
to be successful. He has made frequent 
trips to Cuba on private business, and 
is well informed on all matters relat- 
ing to the island, its resources, and its 
government—or, rather, its misgovern- 
ment. Among the reasons which Col. 
Brown gives for his belief that the in- 
surgents will win the fight, eventually, 
are the following: 


“The whole population are up in 
arms. Their story is the story of 
every, country that ever had the mis- 
fortune to fall under the domination 
of the bloody and merciless Spaniards, 
whose cruel oppressions, begun four 
hundred years ago, continue as they 
were commenced. They have oppressed 
and robbed the Cubans without pity, 
and have given them nothing at all in 
return. The government is vile, abso- 
lutely rotten with official corruption 
that would make the heathen Turks 
turn green with envy, and justice and 
good order are things that are read of 
in the American papers, bit are never 
known of by observation. The most 
abominable immoralities are openly 
countenanced. by the officials, whose 
duty lies in the enforcing of law, and 
everything is subordinated to the rob- 
bing of the people. 

“The sum of $30,000,000 is taken 
from Cubans every year by the Span- 
ish government. It does this by tax- 
ing everything. For every passenger. 
landed on the coast the steamer trans- 
porting ‘him: has to pay a tax of $1, 
and a similar sum is imposed on the 
teamship companies for every passen- 
ger carried from the island. Every 
traveler is required to register at the 
hotels, and for each person registering 
the hotels have to pay a tax of 5 cents, 
even if but one meal is taken. Once 
a week an officer visits every hotel in 
his district and affixes a stamp on the 
register opposite each name inscribed, 
and the proprietor must hand to the 
official 6 cents for each of these 
stamps. Every check, draft or other 
piece of paper that goes through a 
bank has to be stamped, as does every 
deed or other legal instrument. The 
railroads are taxed for their rolling 
stock and stationary property, and 
then they have to turn over to the 
Spaniards 20 per cent. of their gross 
revenues at the end of the year. No 
business man dares keep a ledger 
without complying with the Spanish 
requirement that he put a $1 stamp cn 
the first page and a 25-cent stamp on 
every subsequent page, for should he 
fail to do so he can not- enforce the 
collection of his accounts, even though 
he afterward places the stamps on the 
pages. The deepest ingenuity of the 
Spanish mind has been summoned to 
devise every possible way of taxing, 
and the unfortunate natives are, in a 
commercial sense, literally taxed té 
death. And for all this the citizens cet 
nothing at all save the permission of 
the- Spanish government to live, if 
ye 4 can. The so-called government is 
a farce.” 


From an able editorial article de- 
nunciatory of lynching in the South, 
which appears in the current issue 
of La Vesta, the organ of the Italian 
colony in Los Angeles, The Times is 
permitted to make the following lucid 
extract, which is 
planatory: 

“It is not interest for the. cologed 
race, it is not interest for different 
nationalities which prompt us to act 
this, but it is the interest of social or- 
der, it is the interest and love of our 
adopted country, and from the mo- 
ment that we are editors it is for the 
sake of the logic of which every editor 
is supposed to be endowed. Of what use 
to condamn the speeches of Mowbray, 
the Anarchist, when the people people 
of Southern State are in a continual 
state of ‘Anarchy, trampling unpun- 
ished upon. the laws of the country?

YUMA, Oct, 26.—(Regular Correspond- 
ence.) The prospects are good that a 
smelter wil be erected here. The need 
for one has beer chronic, ae the best re- 
sources of Yuma county are mineral,. 
saying nothing of the camps on the 
California. side, up the river. It has 
been a standing claim that a smelter at 
Yuma would pay, and ‘certainly a good 
deal of business would be assured such 
a plant. Two distinguished visitors 
have been here and up the river for 
some time past. They are Jesse R. 
Grant, son of the ex-President, and 
Judge Richards of Colorado, the latter 
representing big capital. They propose 
the erection of the smelter aforemen- 
tioned. The intention is to utilize the 
river in both directions. It is Yuma 
as a river point rather than as a rail- 
road point that brings the enterprise 
here. Ores will be brought down the 
river from the big mineral properties on 
both sides above here. Coal and coke 
will also be brought in, up the river 
from the gulf. The coke will come from 
England, and, it is anticipated, can be 
laid down here much cheaper than the 
United States product. This will reopen 
the pioneer freight line of Arizona. For 
years, before the days of railroads, all 
supplies were brought by steamers up 
the river to Yuma, and from here was 
freighted in all directions.

"FREE KINDERGARTENS. 


Words of Encouragement Spoken by 
Prot.Keyes, Bishop Montgomery, 
Prof. Search and Others—Officers 
Elected for the Ensuing Year. 


The annual meeting of the Free Kin- 
dergarten Association was held .last 
evening in the Friday Morning Club 
rooms. Mrs, Kate Hagan, first vice- 
president, opened the meeting, and then 
called on W. C. Patterson to preside. 
Miss Clarke, the superintendent of the 
Lafayette-street Kindergarten, and 
secretary of the association, gave a 
brief sketch of the wérk in this city. 

The first speaker of the evening was 
Prof, Foshay, who referred earnestly to 
the beneficial influence of the kinder- 
garten system, and spoke at length 
upon its methods. ' 

President Keyes of Pasadena said 
that the kindergartens were the foun- 
dation of industrial education, and es- 
pecially urged the importance of their 
establishment here in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Here, where children mature 
more rapidly than in any other part of 
the country, provision should be made 
for their earliest cultivation. We Amer- 
ican people are going all to nerve, and 
we need a line of education that shall 
develop nerve, but side by side with 
muscle. The education of the future 
will recall that boys and girls have 
bodies as well as minds, and will rec- 
ognize the necessities of one as wellas 
the other. The necessity of industrial 
education is recognized, but the diffi- 
culty is to know how and whére to be- 
gin. The speaker believed it would 

row into the public schools from the 
indergartens. From the result of 
Close observation of children who have 
and have not received the benefit of 
the kindergarten,’ the speaker believed 
that a definite start in life could be ob- 
tained there in such a degree as no- 
where else. When people have risen to 
the appreciation of it, there will be no 
need of soliciting funds for the free 
kindergarten, President Keyes de- 
clared his belief that the work will 
make life and property safer, and 
hoped that some of the wealthy people 
would endow the kindergartens.’ 

Mrs. Kate Tupper Galpin made an 
earnest plea for the children who 
don’t have any chance, and what the 
kindergarten could do for them. The 
school does not take the children from 
the mother, it only gives her new help. 
The place to begin to rid the country 
of this pestilence of crime is with the 
children. 

Mrs. Elmira G. Stephens reviewed the 
kindergarten work done in San Fran- 
cisco during the last fifteen years. She 
said 18,126 children have been gathered 
into those schools, and there received 
their first ideas of truth, honor and 
cleanliness. The speaker urged the ne- 
cessity of the child-saving institution 
in this city before we are overrun with 
slum life. It is a question of political 
economy; for every dollar expended our 
State and city will receive compound 
interest. Every cdse of . vagabondage 
has its origin in a neglected childhood. 
Over one thousand business firms in 
San Francisco subscribe annually — to 
the free kindergartens. Sixteen of the 
schools are memorials, the Leland 
Stanford being the first: memorial kin- 
dergarten established in the world. 
Mrs. Stanford alone has given to the 
work $179,000. The Spring Valley Water 
Company donate all the water used by 
the institution, and say they will con- 
tinue to do so for all the free kinder- 
gartens established there. 
begged that warm .clothes. should 
here, and said that there are two well- 
organized free kindergartens in this 
city, but they are in great need of cash. 

Bishop Montgomery was then in- 
troduced by Mrs. Patterson, and, 
while he confessed ignorance of 
the question of” kindergartens, he be- 
lieved that the best teacher for a-child 
between the ages of 2 and 5 was its 
mother. For a child whose mother is 
unable to attend to it, the kindergarten 
would be better for it. The bishop went 
on to say that there is abroad in the 
land today a wrong idea, a misconcep- 
tion of the position of the Catholic 
church regarding education. “The news- 
papers go so far as to criticise our 
church very severely. We do not dif- 
fer from you in the belief of the ne- 
cessity of education, though we may in 
system. The Times contained a ve 
able editorial on Sunday, in which i 
stated the Catholic doctrine exacfly, 
that the children need more moral ed- 
ucation. Catholics believe in the edu- 
cation of the physical, moral and intel- 
lectual characteristics.” The bishop be- 
lieved that the public schools should 
be non-sectarian. 

Mrs. Stephens replied to the bishop, 
saying that “We acknowledge that 
many children are being taken care of 
whose parents should take care of them, 
but shall we neglect these whose par: 
ents will not do it, and allow another 
generation to grow up as careless and 
incompetent as their fathers and 
mothers?”

NOT MUCH OF A STRIKE. 


Reported Trouble at the Alhambra 
Shoe Factory. 
A communication received by The 


Times, dated at Alhambra the 28th inst., 
read as follows: 

“We take the liberty of addressing 
you for the purpose of doing ourselves 
justice in regard to the strike in the 
Alhambra shoe factory, at Alhambra. 
The management of this concern has 
for some time past, and is at the present 
time, advertising for shoemakers in the 
San Francisco papers, to take the places 
of married men and unmarried work- 
men, who have been lured to this piace 
by the present superintendent by false 
pretenses. This superintendent adver- 
tises for shoemakers, negotiates with 
them, and offers big inducements. 
After accomplishing his purpose of get- 
ting these workmen here, he fails to 
give us work unfil our funds are ex- 
hausted, and then offers wages \. hich 
are insufficient to keep a single man 
alive. Such work as this superintend- 
ent is going on with in this way, my 
dear sir, is what we want and are going 
to. have exposed in justice to the pvor, 
hard-working mechanic who is enticed 
here by a man who has no word, and 
who is doing his best to make paupers 
in this beautiful Southern country. 

“We hope The Times will lend us a 
helping hand in what we think justice 
by publishing this state of affairs, 
and about our strike against a cut 
from $2.00 a day to $1.50 a day which 
is outrageous. As we would not like 
to have our names published in this 
letter on account of still looking for our 
old places, we will defer signing other 


“Very respectfully yours, 
“COM. OF STRIKERS.” 

A Times reporter went over to Al- 
hambra yesterday to investigate. No 
evidences of a strike were visible, the 
factory presenting a scene of anima- 
tion, about fifty employes being busily 
engaged in turning out several hundred 
pairs of shoes daily. Nestied down 
amid the stillness of the Alhambra 
orange groves, this factory life seemed 
strangely out of place. R. W. Colson, 
president and general manager of the 
concern, was found in the office and 
asked about the strike. 

“There does not seem to be any strike 


way on an interesting tour of the es- 
tablishment among the busily employed 
men and women and the clattering ma- 
chinery. 

“The whole trouble,” said Mr. Col- 
son, “is that we discharged three men 
recently that we did not want longer. 
These three tried to get the others to 
strike, but they were too sensible . to 
do it. We did bring a couple of men 
from San Francisco to work on the 
lasting machines, and offered them San 
Francisco wages for piece work. They 
could have made $2 a day, but they 
wouldn’t work. Here is a young man,” 
said the general manager, leading the 
way to one of the machine operators 
engaged in attaching uppers to the in- 
soles, on lasts, “who has worked at 
the business only two weeks, and he 
ean do more work now than could the 
skilled operators that demanded $2 a 
diay, no matter how much they did. 
The three men who claim they are on a 
strike could have-done as well here as 
in San Francisco if- they had tried. 
There is no strike here, and no trouble.”’ 

Inquiry among the men at work de- 
veloped the information that they were 
}all getting as much pay as they had 
been promised, there was no reduction 
of wages, and they had no intention of 
striking. 


Took an Overdose. 


Death from an overdose of morphine 
was the verdict of the Coroner’s jury 
at the inquest over the body of Jessie 
Flemming, who was found dead in bed 
in a house of ill-fame on Marchessault 
street yesterday morning. Whether 
taken with suicidal intent or accident- 
ally the jury were unable to ¢éecide. 
Inmates of the house, however, were of 
the opinion that she did not intend to 
kill herself, as she was gay and appar- 
ently in good spirits when last seen 
alive. The Flemming woman was 23 
years old and is said to have come to 
Los Angeles from Colorado. She was 
known in demi-monde circles by the 
names of Midget and Grace Wallace.

TO PROTECT PATIENTS. 
Fire-alarm Box and Hydrant Needed 


at County Hospital. 

The question of better fire protection 
for the County Hospital is receiving 
attention from the city and county au- 
thorities. Fire Chief Moore is taking 
steps to further a proposition to give 
the institution both fire alarm and 

The present water service there is 
through -a one and one-half inch pipe, 
and is regarded as inadequate for the re- 
quirements should a fire break out. Su- 
perintendent Barber has had fire es- 
capes put in ata few points where 
needed, and there are a few reels of 
hose for fire fighting. It is desired, 
however, to have a fire hydrant on the 
grounds, so that in case of fire there 
may be no trouble in reference to a 
water supply. 

Another thing which is considered 
needful is a fire-alarm box to be used 
exclusively for the institution. The 
nearest fire companies are at a con- 
siderable distance from the place, 
and it is thought that if an alarm 
box were to be put in for use there ex- 
clusively an arrangement could be made 
so that if an ‘alarm ~were turned in 
from that box some of.the apparatus 
from near the business part of the city 
could go to the place, thus affording: 
better protection. 

There are, it is said, about fifty pa- 
tients in the institution who are help-. 
less, and would have to be carried out 
in case of fire. This would require the 
attention of most of the working force 
at the place, and on that account it is 
urged that better fire protection than 
that now afforded should be furnished.

KENNETT 


AN EXCELLENT WITNESS IN HIS 
ay OWN BEHALF. 


His Own Story of the Killing Im- 
pressively and Graphically. 
Related. 


A New and Sensational Feature De- 
veloped by the Evidence of 
an Old Frenchman. . 


Vespasian Le Croix Tells a Startling 
‘Story of Laweson’s Views as Re- 
garded Kennett—What Ves- 
pasian Saw and Heard. 


Yesterday afternoon witnessed the 
close of all the evidence in the trial 
of Ferdinand B. Kennett. The entire 
day was a long, hot, closely-contested 
battle between the lawyers for the 
prosecution and the defense, and, at 
the adjournment of court at 4:30 p.m... 
each side was serene and triumphant, 
and, to. all outward appearances, each 
was firmly convinced that everything 
was coming his way, and that the 
enemy -had not the ghost of a show. 
Just how far this confidence was justi- 
fiable will not be known until the 
twelve men who hold the fate of Ken- 
nett in their hands have pronounced 
the fateful words which will decide 
whether the shooting of A. B. Lawson 
was cold-blooded, premeditated murder, 
or justifiable homicide, committed in 
the heat of passion, quivering under 
the pressure of a great wrong, and the 
a that ft was a case of kill or be 

ed. 

No ex-parte motions occupied the at- 
»tention of the Court yesterday. 
case in hand was too serious to admit 
any such preliminary Jegal by-play, 
and at 10 a.m. the decks of Department 
One were cleared for action; the crowd 
Was assembled, and as still as it was 
in the nature of such a crowd to be; 
the attorneys were in their places, cool 
and alert, and the judicial wheels were 
ready to roll on, unimpeded by any 
string of pleas or arraignments. 

Judge Smith, having pondered over- 
night upon the advisability of admit- 
ting in evidence Kenneft’s testimony 
in the Kid Thompson case, announced 
that it would be admitted, and Mr. 

Comas, with occasional pauses for 
refreshment in the way of verbal spar- 
ring with Mr. Harris, read aloud to the 
jury the testimony in which Kennett 
had said that he “had no use’’. for 
Lawson. The jury did not drop dead 
with the weight of their immediate con- 
viction of Kennett’'s guilt, and the audi- 
ence cackled cheerfully over the scrim- 
mage between the lawyers, so, after a 
moment's pause, the defense resumed 
the even tenor of its way, and A. B. 
Lawson, the son of the slain detective, 
was recalled for further cross-exam- 
ination. 

The first question asked him by Mr. 
Harris related to the request of the 
day before that he examine his own 
testimony given at the Coroner's in- 
quest and the preliminary examination 
He replied in the negative, saying that 
he had had no chance to do so, having 
been very busy. In passing, the wit- 
ness was asked if he had not been con- 
nected with his father’s detective 
agency, and if he were not now run- 
ning the agency, and replied to both 
questions in the affirmative. 

Referring to the former testimony of 
young Lawson, Mr. Harris read por- 
tions of the transcript of evidence, no- 
tably that part which gave the ques- 
tion of a juror: “Could you hear the 
sound of talking in the private office?” 
and the answer that the witness heard 
a mumbling, as of two voices talking 
at once, and also the portion where 
young Lawson had stated that the in- 
terval between the second and third 
shots was about a second, or the length 
of a breath. Both these statements. 
were at variance with the young man’s 
testimony on the trial, when he had as- 
serted that he heard only Kennett’s 
and that 
there was an interval of a minute or 
more between the second and third 
shots, and his acknowledgment of the 
transcript of evidence was very reluct- 


ant. 
NEW WITNESSES. 

After the release of young Lawson, 
a succession of witnesses were called 
for, and even telephoned for, but none 
were present, and Constable H. H. Yon- 
kin was asked to take the stand. He 
testified to having known Lawson for 
eight years, and to having appointed 
Kennett as deputy constable at Law- 
son's request and recommendation. 

Kennett was then in Lawson’s em- 
ploy, but, after the Kid Thompson 
trial, Lawson went to Yonkin and 
asked him to dismiss Kennett, as he 
was a bad man and unworthy of the 
office. Mr. Yonkin took no immediate 
action in the matter, and did not notify 
Kennett that his appoinment was can- 
celled. 

A character witness was here sand- 
wiched in, in the-person of E. G. Smith, 
formerly of St. Louis, who had known 
Kennett in that city, and has known 
his reputation to be of the best. The 
District-Attorney adopted a dry, sar- 
castic tone in the cross-questioning, and 
sought to wave aside the statements of 
the witness as mere bagatelles, but his 
searching questions as to.Mr. Smith’s 
changes of residence only elicited the 
fact that Mr. Smith had known and 
heard of the defendant at frequent in- 
tervals eyer since his residence in St. 
Louis, and knew nothing bad of him. 

time, -Constable 
Johnston had come in, and now re- 
placed Mr. Smith upon the stand. Mr. 
dohnston was examined as to a conver- 
sation he had held with Lawson the 
day after the conviction of Kid Thomp- 
son, when Lawson had said, referring 
to Kennett: 

“I'm going to let that —— —— out. 
He's been working square against me 
in this case,” and had followed up this 
speech with a request to Mr. Johnston 
to dismiss Kennett from his post as 
deputy constable. The constable re- 
monstrated, and Lawson insisted that, 
as Kennett has been appointed deputy- 
constabie upon his recommendation, he 
should now be dismissed at his request, 
using some strong language with re- 
gard to Kennett as he talked. Mr. 
Mr. Johnston replied that if he should 
dismiss Kennett at Lawson’s desire, he 
would immediately reappoint him of 
his own motion, as Kennett was a man 
he was glad to have under him. 

County Jailer E. J. Kennedy was 
next called and testified to the circum- 
stances of Kennett’s entrancé into the 
jail, and to his conversation afterward 
with the reporters, although the jailer 
asserted that he had heard only parts 
of the talk, as he had merely been in 
— out of the cell, and had not list- 
ened. 

W. 8S. Livengood, the Times reporter 
whose testimony was passed over by 
the prosecution, was now called in be- 
half of the defense, and testified to hav- 
ing been present in the jail soon after 
the shooting, and to having heard the 
statement made by Kennett, two other 
reporters and one or two jail officials 
having. been in the cell at the time. 
Mr. Livengood was then given a long 
rest, and reposed peacefully in the wit- 
ness-chair while the lawyers wrangled 
over the relevancy, etc., of the conversa- 
tion which ensued, and whether cr not 
it was the same which had been detailed 
by Messrs. Burr, Clement and Todd, the 
day before. 

The District Attorney fought hard to 
keep out all further account of the con- 
versation, while the defense claimed the 
right to show all that had been said by 
Kennett on that occasion, alleging that 
the prosecution had brought out only 


.the portions which might damage the’ 


defendant, carefully omittinng the rest. | 
After much war, the court finally stilled 
the tempest by peremptorily declaring 
that the testimony was to be admitted. 

Mr. Livengood then testified that he 
did not hear the conversation related 
by the former witnesses, as he came just 
at the end of it, and, although others 
were in the cell at the time, he alone 
was interviewing the defendant. The 
witness stated that he had never seen 
Kennett before that time, and that he 
interviewed him simply in his profes- 
sional capacity as a reporter. Ken- 
nett at first hesitated about making any 
statement,-and then said that he had no 
compunction for what he had done, for 
he had shot the worst —— —— that 
ever came to Los Angeles. He had gone 
to see Lawson about the money due 
due him, as his wife had died a few 
days before,“fand he was desperately in 
need of money for her funeral expenses. 
After they had entered the private of- 
fice, Lawson had said: 

“What do you want, you G— d— 

s— b—— 
_ Kennett remonstrated against the use 
of such language, whereupon Lawson 
sprang toward him, repeating the of- 
fensive epithet, and Kennett then “‘let 
him have it th times.” 

Mr. Livengood also related the state- 
ment made by Kennett to him concern- 
ing his wife’s illness and Lawson's 
treatment of him, and repeated the re- 
mark made by Kennett to the effect that 
he had always tried to live right and 
to harm no one. 

There was no cross-examination, and 
Mr. Bosbyshell was called as a char- 
acter witness, giving the usual testi- 
mony as to Kennett’s hitherto spotless 
reputation, both in St. Louis and clse- 
where. 

A STRONG POINT. 

A witness who made a strong point 
for the defense was W. H. Jay. of Glen- 
dale, who related a conversation which 
he had held with Lawson just after 
the conviction of Kid Thompson. ‘rhe 
two men were standing on Spring street 
when Kennett passed by, glancing 
sharply at them as he did so. Mr. Jay 
asked Lawson who that man was, Law- 
son replied with a vile epithet applied. 
to Kennett. Mr. Jay then said: 

“Look here, Lawson, if I were you I 
would be careful about using such lan- 
guage about people. That word would 
mean a gun-play in Colorado. You will 
get picked up on it some day if you 
don’t take care.” 

Lawson retorted that he would “allow 
no —— ——to get ahead of him.” 

Another batch of witnesses came up 
missing when called for, and there was 
some consequent delay in the proceed- 
ings until they could be located. At last 
Maurice Bowler took the stand, and 
gave the usual testimony as to the 
good character borne by Kennett, tes- 
timony which was corroborated by that 
of the next witnesses, Detective M. T. 
Rowen and Mr. Carpenter, who was a 
deputy sheriff under Cline. 

Court Reporter Howard Longley then 
swore to the correctness of his report 
of Al Lawson’s testimony at the in- 
quest and preliminary examination, and 
young Lawson was recalled and cross- 
examined as to why he had never re- 
ferred to the circumstance of Kennett’s 
having his hands in his pockets and 
closing the door with his elbow as 
he followed Lawson into the private 
office, until the day before. The fact 
was clearly established that this testi- 
mony was an innovation and then 
came the first sensation of the day. 

AN UNEXPECTED WITNESS. 

A wiry, active, vivacious old French- 
man, who gave his name as Vespasian 
Le Croix, was called, and unfolded a 
tale that excited much surprise, and, 
on the part of the prosecution,’ much 
incredulity, although all subsequent ef- 
forts failed to shake the old man’s tes- 
timony. 

Mr. Le Croix Stated that he was in 


parents moved to Washington county; 
Mo., and then to Jefferson county, 
about thirty-five miles below St. Louis, 
where they established their home be- 
side the Mississippi River. 

At the age of 17 Kennett entered the 
Confederate army and fought through 
the war. Afterward he went back to 
St. Louis for a few: weeks, and then to 
his old home in Jefferson county, where 
he engaged in farming: In 1872 he-was 
elected to the Legislature, and, after 
that, went to Colorado, where he lost 
nearly all his money in the mines. He 
returned to St. Louis in 1877, a poor 
man, and obtained a position on the po- 
lice force as patrolman, rising in the 
course of eighteen months through the 
successive ranks of sergeant and cap- 
tain to that of Chief of Police, which 
position he held for over three years. 

He left St. Louis in August, 1882, and 
came out to San Francisco. He soon 
found employment in the quicksilver 
mines at Almaden, but became sali- 
vated by the effects ofthe: mercury, 
and was forced to resign this position. 
Going back to San Francisco, Kennett 
next obtained employment with the 
Pullman Car Company, first as con- 
ductor and then as receiving cashier. 
Afterwards he went into newspaper 
work on the Alta California, and then 
succeeded in obtaining a position as 
weigher in the United States Custom- 
house, where he remained for two years. 
In 1889 he was employed as weigher in 
the California Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, and afterward as foreman of the 
warehouse and dock. 

Last fall Kennett came to Los An- 
geles, and on October 10 went into De- 
tective Lawson’s office as an “oper- 
ative.” He remained in Lawsoa’s em- 
ploy until March 3. 


THE SHOOTING. 

With direct reference to the shooting, 
the defendant said that he had seen J. 
W. Kemp, Lawson’s attorney, on the 
Saturday just before the shooting, and 
had then made an appointment with 
him in order to settle up the money af- 
fair between himself and Lawson. On 
Monday afternoon he kept this appoint- 
ment by going to Kemp’s office. When 
he entered the office, there was no one 
there, but Horace Davis, Kemp’s stenog- 
rapher, soon came in, and then Walter 
Haas and 8. A. Garrett, but all went 
out before he entered Lawson's office. 
Young Lawson called Davis to the tele- 
phone, and the elder Lawson came to 
the door of Kemp’s room and looked in: 

When Kennett went to the door of 
Lawson's office, he saw no one but Law- 
son, who was sitting near the half- 
open door. 

Before he had time to tell the short 
conversation that ensued, Mr. Harris 
requested the witness-.to explain the 
nature of his business with Lawson. 
He did so without hesitation, saying 
that, as Kemp was away, he wisned to 
see Lawson personally about an assign- 
ment made by himself and Mrs. Law- 
son to Kemp of the money coming to 
him from the rewards in the case of 
the Roscoe train robbery. Kemp had 
promised to see that Kennett got his 
just share of this sum. The fact that 
Lawson owed money to the defendant 
was established by the existence of this 
assignment to Kemp, and of a promis- 
sory note to Kennett.himself, signed by 
Lawson and amounting to $247, which 
is now in Kennett’s possession. 

When the defendant asked to see 
Lawson, he had no thought except to 
collect the money which was due him, 
and which he so sorely needed. As they 
went into the private office, the defend- 
ant preceded Lawson, who closed the 
door -himself. .Kennett had’ his hands 
in the pockets of his sack coat—the 
same he wore at the trial—and his re- 
volver was in his hip pocket, which was 
arranged as a holster. 

Kennett stood up to show his posi- 
tion at the time, and then, at the re- 


the office of Walter Haas on the after- 
noon of the shootifige, waiting to see 
Mr. Haas, who was his attorney... The 
door leading into the hallway was 
partly open, and, as Le Croix waited 
for the lawyer to return, he passed the 
time in pacing up and down the office, 
or,-as he put it, in “promenading.”’ 
= was a short time before the shoot- 
ng. 

As he neared the door of Haas’s of- 
fice, Le Croix saw a heavy-set man 
with a black moustache coming up the 
stair. He stopped at Lawson’s door, 
and called, softly: 

“Lawson, Lawson, I want to see you.” 

‘Lawson opened the door and said: 

“What's the matter?’ . 

“Kennett’s come,” replied the new- 


omer. 
“Let him come. That’s what I want. 
—. I'll fix him,” 
replied Lawson, and, as the other man 
turned to run downstairs again, Law- 
son added that Kennett would never 
get out of that building alive. 

Mr. Harris said: “Take the witness,” 
and waved his hand to Mr. McComas 
with an air which said: “Beat that if 
you can.”’ 

Mr. McComas rose to the occasion, 
and did his level best to obey the un- 
spoken “dare” by trotting the hapless 
and thorny road of one of his most 
merciless cross-examinations. Whether 
or not the witness followed the example 
of the hero of little-hatchet fame, he 
certainly had an answer ready for 
every question propounded by the Dis- 
trict-Attorney, and he stuck to his 
story like a porous-plaster to the “‘seat 
of pain.” | 

Mr. McComas began with Le Croix’s 
past life, and chased him from France 
to Louisiana, through the ranks of the 
Confederate armies, thence to Texas 
and finally to California, where he now 
owns a wood and coal yard and was 
formerly proprietor of a pump for ex- 
cavating cess-pools. 

The events related in his story were 
then taken up, and the verbal sharp- 
shooting was like the rattle of mus- 
ketry, as the  District-Attorney _en- 
deavored to probe the joints in his ar-— 
mor, only to find his antagonist a little 
too active even for him. At last, Mr. 
McComas inquired, with a bland air of 
interest: 

“About how much are you getting 
for this evidence?” 

“Nothing, sir, nothing,” roared the 
old Frenchman. “If I had‘ you outside, 
sir, I'd slap your face for that talk.” 

“I know you,” retorted the District 
Attorney, with a significant air. “TJ 
know you, and I'll ask you what I 
please.” 
The possible consequence of this lit- 
tle interchange of amenities was 
averted by the stern command of Judge 
Smith, who expressed his disapproval 
of such unseemly levity, and the exam- 
ination proceeded. It then transpired 
that Le Croix had left Haas’s office im- 
mediately after, as he could wait no 
longer, and that he had said nothing of 
the incident until the day the trial 
commenced; also that he had not since 
seen the man with the black mous- 
tache. 

Mr. Bridges, a stenographer, was 
then introduced, and corroborated the 
verification of the transcript of young 
Lawson's testimony. 


KENNETT ON THE STAND. 


“Mr. Kennett, will you take the 
stand, please?’ 

Mr. Harris spoke in his usual tone, 
but it penetrated to every corner of the 
crowded room. There was a quick stir 
of expectation, and then dead silence, 
for here was a witness whose testimony 
promised to be of interest sufficient to 
hold the attention of the most restless, 
and no one was willing to lose a work. 

The defendant rose, was sworn, and 
quietly took his place on the stand, 
his fair, well-cut face as tranquil] and 
his manner as calm and dignified as 
though his interest in t case were of 
the most impersonal chéracter. In his 
even, well-bred tones, e man with 
such fearful odds at sfake upon his 
ability to justify his rash act, com- 
menced his story. In ing his early 
history, he stated that he was born on 
August 2, 1847, and Was consequently, 
just 48 years old. He was born in St. 
Louis, but, during his childhood his 


uest of Mr. Harris, stepped down to 
the blackboard and illustrated the next 
part of his testimony by a diagram. He 
described the two doors in the office, 
and the windows, shaded by curtains. 
Both doors were closed. 

Kennett sat down in a chair just 
back of the door, while Lawson took a 
seat by the table, about six or eight 
feet away. 

Kennett opened the conversation by 
saying: 

“Mr. Lawson, I came to see if I 
couldn’t make some arrangement with 
you about a settlement. I am much in 
need of the money.” 

Lawson looked at him and said, de- 
liberately: 

“What do you want, you — — — — ?” 

Kennett replied: “Mr. Lawson, I am 
not in the habit of being addressed like 
that. I did not come here for that pur- 
pose, and I will not submit to it.” 

Lawson was sitting with the stump 
of a cigar in his left hand and with his 
right hand down to his side, near the 
hip pocket. As Kennett spoke, he 
hissed, rather than said: 

“T’'ll show you, you — — — —!” and 
sprang forward. 

“Then,” said Kennett, simply, “I 
shot him three times as fast as I could ‘ 
pull the trigger. I had not time to 
straighten up when I fired the first 
shot. He was enveloped in smoke. I 
kicked back my chair, and that brought 
me against the wall. I saw him going 
toward the desk, and I fired twice 
again. He turned toward the south and 
fell.” 

“What was your idea when you shot 
Lawson?” asked Mr. Harris. 

“My idea was that Lawson intended 
to kill me if he could, sir.” 

. “What happened next?” 

“After Lawson fell—he fell on his 
face—an attempt was made to open the 
door. Then Kearney rushed. in and 
asked: ‘What is this?’ I answered, 
pointing to Lawson: ‘You can see for 
yourself.’ I then tendered him the pis- 
tol. He refused it. I again tendered 
it, and this time he took it. Then I 
was taken to the jail.” 

“Did yoy say in the jail that you 
were glad you had killed Lawson?” 

“No, sir. I never said I was glad I 
had killed him. I said, and say, that, 
under like circumstances, I should do 
the same thing again, but I never was 
giad I had done it.” 

Kennett further stated that he sup- 
posed himself to be still a deputy con- 
stable when he went to see Lawson. 
He had never received any revocation 
of the order, and was still wearing the 
constable’s badge at the time of the 
shooting. 

A long pause ensued, during which 
the attorneys consulted in whispers, 
while Kennett, with the dignified re- 
pose of manner which never deserts 
him, sat waiting for the cross-examina- 
tion. At last, Mr. Harris said: “Take 
the witness,” and Mr. McComas, ia his 
dryest and most sarcastic tones, replete 
with suggestions of mockery and in- 
credulity, commenced the long, hard 
battle of the cross-examination. 

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Taking first the assertion that Law- 
son had risen and was springing to- 
ward the defendant when he fired the 
first shot, Mr. McComas atte:apted to 
show that Lawson had received the 

wder burns on his hands while grasp- 
at the pistol, but received a steady 
and straightforward denial.-He then at- 
tempted to show that Kennett must 
have seen that Lawson had no weapon 
in his hand when he thrust it out, but 
the witness maintained his point that 
the quickness of the action left only a 
confused impression of the who-e body 
of the man springing forward, end al- 
most upon him when he fired. 

Kennett indignantly denied having 
shot Lawson after he had fallen, and 
described the way in which the shots 
were fired, the first into Lawson’s breast 
as he sprang forward, the next in his 
right side as he passed Kennett, who 
stepped to the right, and the third in- 


one step beyond, in the direction of the 
desk. The whole thing was as quick as— 
lightning, and Lawson was envcloped 
‘in smoke. -

himself to represent Lawson. 

Kennett calmly complied, and illys- 
trated the exact manner in which the 
shots were fired. 

It was a strange sight; the veteran 
prosecutor, on the alert for a flaw or 
discrepancy in the evidence, and beside 
him, stepping around him with a swift, 
graceful motion, the lithe, athletic, mar- 
tial figure of the man whom he was do- 
ing his utmost to doom to the gallows, 
or to a life behind prison bars. The 
matter was gone over in minutest de- 
tail, but no fresh point was developed, 
and Kennett’s testimony as to the man- 
ner of the killing remained unshaken. 
The question next came up as to 
where -the defendant habitually carried 
his pistol, and his steady assertion that 
he invariably carried it in his hip 
pocket, which was arranged as a hol- 
ster, was unshaken throughout all ef- 
forts to surprise him into saying that 
he had once told Kennedy, the jailer, 
that he had the revolver in his coat 
pocket on the day of the shooting. 

All the rest of Kennett’s testimony 
was closely cross-examined, but he 
never wavered in the straight story he 
had first told, and at t Mr. Mc- 
Comas, in a resigned tone of Christian” 
forbearance, said: 
“Well, Mr. Kennett, you may stand 


aside.”’ | 

THE REBUTTAL. 
After a brief consultation, the defense 
rested, and a few witnesses were then 
offered in rebuttal. Walter Haas was 
called to upset Le Croix’s testimony, 
but it appeared that he was in the 
Courthouse and Kemp’s office during 
the time that Le Croix was alleged to 
have been in Haas’s office, so he was 
tol@ to stand aside. 

Alfred M. Parker, an Englishman 
from San Gabriel Canyon, was brought 
in to swear to Kennett’s bad reputa- 
tion for peace and quiet, but bungled 
the matter somewhat, as he at first 
stated that he did not know it, and 
then volunteered the information that 
Kennett had once held him up for a 
note of $500. The court ordered this 
bit of news to be stricken out of evi- 
dence as entirely irrelevant, but Mr. 
Harris requested, on behalf of the de- 
fense, that it be allowed to remain. 

E. J. Kennedy was called for the 
purpose of impeaching Kennett’s testi- 
mony by asserting that the defendant 
had told him, soon after his entrance 
into the jail, that he had had his re- 
volver in his coat pocket, but his re- 
ply was: “He didn‘t say so that day,” 
and the court refused to recall the de- 
fendant for further cross-examination. 

S. A. Garrett was called to prove that 
Le Croix was not in Haas’s office just 
before the shooting, but it transpired 
that Garrett knew nothing about who 
might or might not have been in Haas’s 
office just then, so he gave place to 
Mrs. Lawson, who occupied the stand 
for a minute or two, an impressively 
melancholy figure in her widow's 
weeds, and answered one or two unim- 
portant questions. 

The evidence was closed, and the 
court adjourned with the promptitude 
of relief. from a long strain. The ar- 
gument will commence this morning, 
and by tonight the case will be in ‘the 

the jury.

JUDGE TOWNER GIVES THE SALOON 
ORDINANCE A HARD BLOW. 


He Rules Hard on Section Five of 
that Measurc—Meeting of Street- 
railway Stockholders—Kiamath 
All Right—Football Next Satur- 
day—Other News. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 29.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Chris Miller was dis- 
charged from custody -this morning by 
Judge Towner, who, in ruling upon sec. 
6 of the saloon ordinance in the habeas 
corpus proceedings instituted by Mil- 
ler’'s attorneys, declared its provisions 
unconstitutional and void. The decis- 
ion was no surprise, as the Judge had 
already passed his judgment on that 
particular section in previous proceed- 
ings of the eame’ character. The sec- 
tion under consideration, and for the 
violation of which Miller was held by 
the city authorities, is as follows: 

“Sec. 5. All vinous, malt, mixed, spir- 
ituous or other intoxicating liquors sold 
or given away under the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be dispensed in a 
single room fronting on a street on the 
ground floor, and not in any basement 
or cellar; which room shall not contain 
any card, billiard or pool table, or any 
bench, chair or seat of any kind, save 
and except one chair or seat for the use 
of the clerk or employee engaged in 
such business, and which chair or seat 
shall not be used by any other person. 
There shall be windows in the front of 
gaid room, which shall occupy at least 
one-half of the frontage of said build- 
ing, and containing clear, plain glass, 
which shall extend to within at least 
three feet of the floor and ceiling, and 
be set in frames of the ordihary kind 
and pattern used in business buildings, 
and no change shall be made in such 
room after said license is issued with- 
out the consent of the Board of Trus- 
tees. No curtain, screen, frosting, paint, 
ground glass, coating or any other ob- 
struction or device of any kind what- 
ever shall be placed or kept before, 
over, in or upon any window of said 
room, and at all times the interior of 
such room and every part thereof shall 
be exposed to the plain view of the 
street upon which it fronts. Such room 
shall not be connected with any other 
room by any door, opening or passage 
whatever. No game or device of any 
kind shall be played or permitted to be 
layed in any such room where such 
quo6rs are dispensed; or in any room 
under the control of the Hcensee or hig 
employees.” 

Judge Towner, in his ruling, demol- 
ished this section entire. He did not 
advance the opinion that the intent car- 
ried in the law was unconstitutional, 
but that the section as worded over- 
lapped the boundsof reason and in many 
particulars was ambiguous and capable 
of a variety of constructions, One of 
the points upon which he dwelt in par- 
ticular was the sentence in which it is 
declared that no game or “device” shall 
be played in a room where liquor is sold. 
The word “device,” ruled the Judge, is 
in itself, as customarily used, harm- 
less in such connection as here used. It 
might simply mean a game of words or 
letters, or any innocent amusement. 


‘The provision restricting seating ac- 


commodations to one chair for each 
clerk or employee was also declared un- 


~wreasonable, as it did not even make pro- 


vision for the proprietor himself. Again, 
the sentence prohibiting the lessee, or 
any employee of a saloon. from.conduct- 
ing a game in any room under his or 
their control was set aside as conspicu- 
ously unreasonable. Under that pro- 
vision, if valid, a game would be pro- 
hibited in the home of a person con- 
nected with a saloon. Other equally 
demolishing opinions were given, but 
the above were the principal points 
ruled upon. 

As there can be no appeal from ha- 
beas corpus proceedings, it is doubtful 
at present what course will be pursued 
by the city. The only way to get the 
disputed section before the Supreme 
Court is through the same method on 
the part.of the city as was utilized 
by Miller in the Superior Court—habeas 
corpus. Chairman Hunt of the Trus- 
tees is decidedly in favor of carrying 
the matter up if it can possibly be 
done. He believes the intent carried in 
the measure would be considered by the 
Supreme Court, rather than the “tech- 
nicalities,”’ as he terms Judge Towner’s 
rulings. It is possible that sec. 5 will 
be remodeled and made to cover the 
points intended in a clear and unmis- 
takable style. It is generally conceded 
that the wording of that particular sec- 
tion, as it stood, was faulty and clum- 
sily arranged. The friends of the sa- 
loon men are jubilant at the decision, 
and seem to think that the stringent 
restrictions of sec. 5 are permanently 
disposed of. 
MILLER. IN THE LOWER COURT. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon Mr. Mil- 
ler’s counsel argued before City. Re- 
corder Mathews on a motion for a new 
trial on the case of selling liquor with- 
out a license, of which offense he was 
convicted last Friday. The motion was 
denied, and a penalty of s75cfine or ten 
days in jail pronounced upon him. An 
appeal was immediately taken to the 
Superior Court, and a certificate of 
probable cause petitioned for, which 
was granted. The habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings in the Superior Court this 
morning had nothing to do with this 
case of selling liquor without a license, 
as was stated by a local paper. The 
writ was issued on the complaint of vio- 
lating the provisions. of sec. 5, for which 
Miller was to have been tried today be- 
fore Recorder Mathews, but which case 
was disposed of by the discharge of the 
prisoner by Judge Towner.

CHINO. 


CHINO, Oct. 29. — (Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The beet-growers of this 
saccharine burg are industriously try- 
ing to figure out where they are “at” 


Sugar company and the ranch com- 
pany went into effect. The prospect 
is not alluring. The farmer has not 
lined his well-worn jeans with gold dol- 
lars for two seasons past, and now that 
the price of beets has been reduced 50 
cents a ton, a minimum’ profit has been 
cut down to a plus-minus basis. 

Before a farmer can start in the bus- 
iness of beet-raising he must invest be- 
tween $500 and $600 in horses and farm- 
ing implements. The expense of caring 
for the land, seed, harvesting, etc., will 
foot up to $24.62% per acre annually. 
The annual average percentage of su- 
gar is 15 pér cent., and the average 
tonnage per acre is about ten tons. 
Fifteen per cent. beets will, therefore, 
bring $4.25 per ton, and one acre will 
yield a gross sum of $42.50. From this 
must be deducted the following: One- 
fourth for rent, $10.621%4: cost of pro- 
duction, $24.6244—a net profit of $7.25 
per acre. Does it not look from these 
figures as if the monopoly which in the 
.past has received enough government 
subsidy to more than pay for plant and 
all improvements is now trying to 
Squeeze the life out of the poor farmer? 

In glittering contrast to the petty 
profit made by the farmer, the returns 
netted by the Chino Ranch Company 
and Chino Valley Beet Sugar Company 
loom in startling proportions. 

It can be seen from the foregoing that 
the farmer's profit from twenty-one 
acres is $87.50, deducting interest on in- 
vestment and cost of production from 
the total receipts of $850. The profits 
to the Chino Ranch Company from this 
same land, supposing it to rented. 
as most land here is, will “be $212.50. 
The Sugar Company will net the ‘neat 
sum of $650. Interesting figures, aren’t 
they? and yet they are susceptible of 
absolute proof. These figures: have not 
taken into consideration the unlucky 
farmer whose crop has been below the 
average and whose beets have had a 
low percentage. He is a factor not 
a by either of the big corpora- 

ons. 

The merchants are as much con- 
cerned as the farmers. They have 
very naturally concluded that it isn’t 
safe to trust men whose ‘incomes are 
so meager as those of the beet farmers. 
and they will hereafter insist on cash 
payments for goods sold. 

It is probable that a considerable 
number of farmers will be forced to 
plant beets. A large number, however, 
will devote ‘themselves to the more 
profitable corn, beans and vegetables. 
They rightly argue that beet-raising 
is too one-sided in its profits.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


THE ROCK PILE READY FOR 
BRAKEBEAM TOURISTS. 


Negotiations Pending for Highland 
Motor Road—Citrus Belt D.atrict 
to Organize—The Trial of Charlies 
Button for Manslaughter. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 29.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Teams are haul- 
ing rock today from Colton to the yard 
provided by the Board of, Supervisors, 
in which to exercise tramps who make 
their winter quarters in this portion of 
Seuthern California. There were twenty 
inmates of the County Jail who are elig- 
ible for service at the rock pile, and 
Justice Knox this morning sent up four 
more for ten days each. The rock-pile 
gang will be in charge of one man, who 
will act as guard, and Javez Hocking 
will probably be the person appointed 
for the place. 

The purchase of the hammers, chains 
and other necessary articles is being 
looked after by Supervisor Newburg, 
and as soon as this is completed, the 
chain-gang will be marched down E 
street for work. 

The report of the county rock pile is 
already spreading, and news comes in 
from. Barstow that there’ are fifty 
tramps there who are afraid to come on 
through for fear they will be picked up 
and compelled to labor. The contin- 
gent which came before Judge Knox 
this morning is the advance guard of 
the party, and their success is not re- 
assuring. 

THE HIGHLANDS MOTOR ROAD. 

The report of the sale of the Arrow- 
head, Waterman and San Bernardino 
motor road to the Southern Pacific ap- 
pears to be without foundation. That 
an effort is being made to sell that road 
is true, and the fact that Col. T. J. Wil- 
son has had something to do with the 
negotiations has led some one to guess 
that he was representing the Southern 
Pacific. But the sale which is now 
pending is one which has been largely 
engineered by Receiver Brodrick of 
the First National Bank. The bank has 
a claim against the company, and Mr. 
Brodrick has found a buyer for the 
road, providing a price be fixed which 
will be acceptable all around. 

The stockholders in the Highlands 
road do not want any money out of it, 
or, at least, will be glad to get out with- 
out putting any more money into it. 
That is to say, they will turn the road 
over to any company or individual who 
will assume its. liabilities. They have 
even gone further, and agreed to pay 25 
per cent. of this indebtedness, if Mr. 
Brodrick’s buyer will take the road 
and pay the other 75 per cent. But from 
what can be learned, this proposition 
will not be accepted. 

The contemplated sale does not have 
any connection with a proposed lcop 
line, either steam or electric, at least 
the prospective purchasers only con- 
template at present an independent line 
to the springs and to Highland. If the 
Arrowhead resort. shall be rebuilt, it 
might be a business propgsition to ex- 
tend, but all that has absolutely no con- 
nection with the present deal, which is 
simply an effort on the part of the bank 
to get the money due the bank out of 
the property. 

The party with whom negotiations are 
pending is F. Kohl of Centralia, IIl., 
father of O. H. and Walter Kohl of this 
city. 
DISTRICT TO BE DISORGANIZED. 

The disorganization of the Citrus Belt 
Irrigation District is to be effected if a 
majority of the voters of the district so 
decide. an election for the purpose hav- 
ing been called for November 19. The 
sentiment of the settlers is against sus- 


taining the organization, not a dollar ;/ 


of the bonds having ever been sold, and 
Judge Ross’s decision effectually pre- 
venting any sale. 

The district was organized in 1890 un- 
der the Wright law, and embraced 
about 3000 acres, of which about 1000 is 
improved, Bonds in the sum of $20,000 
were voted, imposing a lien of $66 an 
acre on all land embraced in the dis- 
trict. Attempts were made at various 
times to float the bonds, but the deals 
invariably fell through. Consequently 
no water was developed. 

The settlers derived their supply from 
the Lytle Creek Water and Improve- 
ment Company, under a contract with 
the Semi-Tropic Company, which, when 
it sold the land, agreed to sel] or rent 
water to purchasers of land until such 
time as water was developed in the dis- 
trict. The Savings Union of San Fran- 
cisco, which had a blanket mortgage 
on the entire tract, has lived up to the 
obligation. The prevailing sentiment in 
the district regarding the Wright act 
is that its nullification is a good thing. 

The district is in debt for running ex- 
penses since its organization, the liabil- 
Hies including items for salaries of of- 
ficers and zanjero, attorneys’ fees and 
printing. A deal has been effected with 
the Semi-Tropic Company by which the 
claims of all creditors will be satisfied, 
provided the creditors will accept 50 
cents on the dollar. 

BUTTON MANSLAUGHTER TRIAL 

The courtroom is filled with specta- 
tors listening to the twice-told tale of 
the killing of August Bohm by Charles 
Button. A jury was secured before ad- 
journment last evening, consisting of 
A. W. Potter, Charles E. White, George 
Cooley, James Birch, G. A. Atwood, G. 
A. Collins, D. A. Fenlason, Lewis I. 
Coy, Casper Cooper, N. S. Milliken, L. 
Ancker and J. W. Pate. 

Byron Waters is conducting the de- 
fense and the Assistant District At- 
torney and R. E. Bledsoe, both of whom 
were connected with the original prose- 
cution, represent the State. After the 
opening statement by the-prosecution, 
Fred Heap, who organized the hunting 
and fishing party which terminated so 
tragically, and who was standing by 
when Button fired the fatal shot, was 
placed on the stand and has been under 
the fire of examination all day. From 
his statement and what was brought 
out on cross-examination, Button and 
Bohm had been quarreling all the way 
up the canyon, and several times it was 
difficult to prevent trouble, both being 
more or less under the influence of 
liquor. 

Arriving at the camp, this was in- 
tensified, and after a knife had been 
taken from Bohm, Button finally 
jumped upon him, stamping his face 
with heavy bootheels,

sight of one eye. Button then withdrew 
to where his horse was tied, returning a 
few moments later. As to the détails of 
what followed, Heap is unable to give 
an accurate statement, further than the 
fact that Button jumped behind a tree 
until he had his rifle cocked, when he 
epee out and fired, the shot killing 
ohm.

Through to Pasadena—Death of Mrs. 
Dorf—Lecal News. 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 29.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) The effect of the new 
Southern Pacific time card, which goes 
into use tomorrow, will be to give Santa 
Monica direct and prompt connection 
with Pasadena, the first train goin 
through in good time. The new cad 
affects this place but slightly other than 
this.

A Big Brewery Is Coming-—Other 
News Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 29.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) While this city is unable 
to settle the water question, a party of 
Eastern people propose to furnish lager 
beer. It is announced that a $60,000 
brewery will be built on the bay. front. 
This establishment will have a capac- 
ity of 20,000 barrels of beer annually. 
Ale and porter will be produced. The 
plant may be enlarged sufficiently to 
produce 40,000 barrels of beer each year. 
There is promise that San Diego will 
be strictly in it on this beer proposi- 
tion. It is stated that this city spends 
$112,000 yearly for beer. About the 
same sum is spent for water, or about 
$225,000 for beer and water together. A 
local brewery ,would keep much of this 
money at home. 

The everlasting water question is 
kept before the people by the water 
promoters. One company springs a 
new proposition on the Council every 
few days. The other company sets to 
work to decry all of these propositions. 
The people sit on the fence, as it were, 
and watch these waterschemers squirm 
and wriggle in their efforts to capture 
the public heart. The public is sus- 
picious of these schemers. As these 
schemers modify their propositions and 
continue to make them more favorable 
for the interests of the people the tax- 
payers realize more fully the desirabil- 
ity of making haste slowly, considering 
the material they have to deal with in 
making water contracts.

VENTURA, Oct. 29.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) What may prove a fatal 
encounter occurred Sunday evening be- 
tween Abe Ayala and Reginaldo Rinz, 
both of this city and well-known 
throughout this and Santa Barbara 
counties.

LICENSE TAX. 


GENERAL OPPOSITION TO THE 
PROPOSED INNOVATION. 


Some Business Men Want the Other 
Fellows Taxed, bet not Them- 
nelves—Protection Wanted from 
the Predatory Class—Class Legis- 


The prospects that the Council will 
have to contend against the entire 
business community, should it under- 
take, as was suggested at the meeting 
Monday, to pass an ordinatice for the 
licensing of geneial business, ate 
tain.

Blaine’s Dramatic Reading of the 
Mulligan’?

‘CALIFORNIA PRODUCTS IN THE 
EAST. Herman Bendel, president of 
the Winemakers’ Corporation and the 
San Jose Fruit-packing Company, has 
returned from a five weeks’ tour of the 
East, with information and ideas of 
great importance to the wine and dried 
fruit of State. 

r. ndel tells the San Francisco 
Call that hitherto one-third of the wine 
Product of California has been con- 
sumed by 2,000,000 people here, while it 
has been up-hill work to make the cther 
70,000,000 people consume the two-thirds. 
Here small dealers-“come in contact 
with the people. In the East the wine 
is bought in bulk by large wholesale 
liquor-dealers, anxious to sell as quickly 
as possible at the most profit. There is 
no chance for one to sample varieties 
and the best qualities, People there 
know Very little about California wines. 

Mr. Bendel speaks of a wine list 
which he found at the Auditorium Hotel 
in Chicago. It shows 26 kinds of im- 
ported champagne and of other im- 
ported wines, 5 kinds of sherry, 34 kinds 
of claret, 14 kinds of sauterne, 9 of red 
Burgundy, 19 of Rhine wine, and son on, 
The only native wine listed as such is 
one kind of Zinfandel bottled in Chi- 
cago, and it is 50 cents a pint. On this 
list are 135. kinds of imported wine, and 
one of native wine. That Zinfandel 
could be laid down in Chicago at about 
25 cents a gallon, and a gallon makes
